not-bring in anie quantitie ofthe ſaid decried monies into her Maieſties ſaid Exchange, according to her Highneſſe faid Proclamation, wherein they haue incurred the dan= 


er of {ch puniſhment which by her Maieſties prerogatiue roial] may be inflited-vpon them, which would be over heauie if the ſame were dulic laid on the offenders. And 
Pr that it is crediblic enformed to her Maieſtie and Councell in England, andto vs the Lord Deputie and Counc-ll here, by the maiſter of the Exchange, that here in Dublin 
« Cince the publiſhing of the ſaid firſt Proclamation, there hath been brought into theſaid Exchange in Dublin aboue three ſcore thouſand pound of the new Standerd, for which 
Bills of Exchange haue been giucn here, (beſides other great ſumines likewiſe of the ſaid new Sronder( gicenand exchanged by his miniſters, at Corke, Gall way, and Carrick< 
fergus) which by a probable eſtimation may amount to as much or morc. And that there hath not b:en of the laid Cecricd monies or bullion, brought into the ſaid Fx hange 
an Dublin according to the ſaid Proclamation, ſo much as the ſumme of ewentic pound, The which her Maieſtic do:h not take in good part, becing mcerlie conrrari to the 
ecvor and true meaning of the ſaid firſt Proclamation, On which bchalfe we haue of late received two [peciall letters from her maicſlic, that we ſhonld by this new/Proclu« 
mation declare and md knowne her Princelie plealure, as well in confirmation of the ſublance of the (aid former Proclamacion, as with theſe ne:y additions and explanati= 
ons to the ſame hereafter following, viz. That her Maieltie efclones willethard commandeth hereby, that no perton or perſous whatſocuer, heveeforth (hall trafficque or trade 
with the faid decried monies or bullion, or make anic paiment of wages, fees, ſtipends, or devrs, or ſhall vie in ba1yaining or anic other matter of trade, commercing, or dea» 
ling between partie and partic, for anic matter of agreement, contraQ,, or condition whatſoeuer, direMic or indirectly, anic ofthe !a1d decried monizs, or anic other monies or 
bullion whatſocuer, contrarie tothe forme and true meaning either ofthe ſaid former or this preſent Proclamation. And that if anie perſon or perſons whatſocver, after the 
publiſhing hereof, do or ſhall rrzfhicque or trade with anie of the faid decried monies or bullion, or do orſha'l make anie paiments of wages, fees, Ripcnds, or debts, or ſhall 
vie in bargaining or anie other matter of crade, commercing, buying, ſ:!]ing, or dealing between parcie and partie for anic matter of agrecment, contract, or condition whatſoe 


eucr, dirc&lic or indireRly, anie of the ſaid decried monies or bullion whatſceucr, cont:rarie to che forme ard true meaning either of rhe ſaid former or this preſent Proclamae 


tion, ſhall for his or their conterypr 'be puniſhed by impriſonment, and by ſuch tyne as his contempt ſhall deferue, inthe indgement of the Lord Deputic or other Governour 
enerall of this Realme, and Cuuncell of the ſame for thetime being, and wn the ablence of theſ11d L, Deputie or other Goucrnor by the Councel authorized in ſuch abſence, and 
Ly ſuch other perſon & perſons 25 by this Proclamation arc hercafrer Iunirted & authorized, Prouided neuercheles that all Goldſmiths free of anic cittic or corporat towne with- 
in this Realme, may by way of crafticque rece14e of exchange plate for plate, or anic other wrought gold or filuer, and ytter the ſame for monie of this yew Standerd, And that 
It ſhall be Jawfull to all her Highnefle Magiſtrates or others her maicſtics chiefe ofticers, as Maiors, Shetiffes, chicfe cfficers of corporate townes, and Iuſtices of Pcace, that ſhall 
be informed of the paimenr or receipt of anie \uchmonics or bullion decricd, to [cize ypon the lame to her Maiefttes vie, anal ſhall bring the ſame into her Majieſties Exchange with- 
in thirtie daies next after ſuch ſeizing; vpon paineof impriſonment, & ſuch fyne to be impoſed vpon him, as ſhallbe thought fic by the L,Depurie or by the Councel authorized in his 
Lordſhips ablence. And that cuetie perſon giving information of the paimentr or receipt of anic ſuch monies decticd or bullian, ſhall have the one halfe of ſo much as ſhall be ſci. 
zedand adiudyed for his pzines, or the moitie of ſuch fyne or tynes as ſhall be aſſeſſed vpon the ſaid information, whea the ſeizure cannot bemade. And to be otherwiſe recompen« 
ſed or preferred as it [hall ſeem mcer yato vs, or to ſuch perſon or perſons before whom ſuch information ſhall be made, according to this Proclamation, and according to the dee 
fect ofthe informer, And where in her Maieltics firſt Proclamationir was limicred, thar for eucrie riyentie ſhillings of the old decried erling monies brought into her Highneſſe Exe 
chang here, there ſhould be allowed but one and twentic ofthe new cucrant monie, her Highneſle pleaſures, and from henceforth her Maicſtic is pleaſed toallow for cuery twentie 
ſhillings of the laid old Standerd ſterling monie, the ſutnme oftwo and twenrie ſhillings of theſe new monics, and ſo rateably & propor:ionablie according tothe ſumme brought inte 
the ſaid Exchange : and in like rate forall gold & filuer or plate of the finenes of the lterlingmonie decried, which ſhail be brought in according to thefirſt Proclamation or this, And 
. heras in her Maicflies firſt Proclamation there was 'noexprefle mention made of the gold monies or bullion of gold, nor ofprofic for bringing in ofthem into her Maieſties Exchange, 
' although i»c/#/xc it was contained, becauſe thereby all monies are decried in general rearmes, (except thoſe of the new Standerd) and offer made to receiue all monies, plate, or bul« 
lion of the fincnes of che [terling or better (which Standerd ſterling doth coprehend gold mony as wel as filuer) yer for betterexplanation ofher Maieſties meaning & truc ſence of che 
; former Proclamation, we do by yertuc ofthe ſaid letters publiſh : That her Maieſties pleaſure is, that forall monies either forraine or of her Highneſſe owne coine, plate, or bullion of 
| gold; being ofthe fincveſle aforcſaid, which anie perſon ſhall bring to her Maicſlies Exchange, that the maiſter of her Maicſties Exchange here and his Deputic or Deputies ſhall al 
| Jow ypon the worth of cueric twentie ſhillings tkereofnot onely twentie ſhillings ofche new Standerd monic, bur alſo the ouerplus of ewo ſhillings for the ſame in the ſaid new moe 
nic, and ſoratably & proportionably according to the ſuunme fo brought in. And that further her Maicſties pleaſure is, for ſuch old baſe monie as ſhall be brought into her Maieſtics 
faid Exchange, there ſhall be allowed after the rate of tw.elue pence vponthe pound, And for that her Maicftic is informed that diuers perſons of this Realme (eſpecially merchants) 
\iviing notplain & ſincere meaningin the conſtruRtion ofthe fii ſt Proclamation,do take hold of ſo much therofas ſeruerh forthe exchange ofthe monies of the new tanderd for ſterling 
tobe dcliuercedin England,butdo nor according tothe true {cope & intent therof, bring in anic terling monies for monies of thenew Standerd to be here vſcd; Therfore her Maieſtics 
pleaſureis, that after the day of the publiſhing of this Proclamation, what perſon focuer vling the trade of merchandize, and all others (ſauing ſuch as be or ſhall bee in her Maicfiics 
pay or intertainment) within this kingdome, ſhall bring in anie moniesof the ne Sranderd ofthis Realme into her Maieſtics Exchange here, to receiue for the ſame monies Rerling 
fn England, ſhall withall deliver in ſterling monies into the Exchange, as wuch as one Full fift part at the leaſt, of the ſumme by him deliuercd of the newe monies to bee exchanged 
dothamount vnto,viz.in every huncred pounds, tweotic pounds ſterling, hilver, gold, orplace of che finenes aforclaid to that value, & fo rateably for anie greater or leſſe ſummes, 
for which he ſhall hauc ls Bill direQted into Engla nd to receine there ſterling for the ſame, for which ſterling decried monies or bullion lo bronghtinto the Exchange, he ſhall haue 
ewo ſhillings inthe pound without deduRtion, 2nd for the reſt he (hall pay ewelue penceinthe pound, according to the Proctamarion. And for fuch as are or ſhall bein her Maicſlies 
pay or jntertainmenty they may have an exchange without putting in anie monie ofche old ſterling orbullion, of lo muchas their yearly enterrainment doth amount vnto, ſo as they 
doc not excced that proportion,firft taking a corporall vath before the maifter of the Exchange or his Deputie or Deputies, that the movie or bullion is his owne proper goods with 
out fraud or colluſion, & for anic other monies which (1:all not be of his entertainment, he te perforime the tenor of this Proclamation as the merchants & others ought todoe, AndiFf 
he or they ſhall notaccordingly bring after char proportion of ſterling monies, with the monies of the new Standerd, when hit or they (hall come ro the Exchange, the maiſter of her 
Maicſties Exchange nor his Deputies ſhall nor be beund to gine him Bils of Exchange according to her Maicſtics firſt Proclamation. And for the preuenting of another fraud yſed 
by ſome merchants reſorting to the Exchange aforeſaid, who lend their names for other mens wonies, or take vp monie vpon credit onelie to make profit by exchange thereof with= 
our trading in anie merchandize, but do indeed make the ſaid Exchange (inſtituted by her Maicſtie for the good of her ſubieRs, raking her Highneſle pay here, and of the honeſt 
and true merchants dealing intrade of merchandize) a trade of priuate gaine: er Maieſties pleaſure therefore js, and fo we do publiſh by this Proclamarion, that al & cucrie mer- 
ehanr (2nd none other) reſorting to her Maieſties Exchange with monies of the new ſtanderd ro be exchanged for ſterhng tabe delivered in England, ſhall bring a certificat from 
the Officers other maicſtics Cuſlome-houſe where his goods were centred, what goods he en:red there, 2nd at what time, tothe end chereby the maiſter of the Exchange & his Depu- 
ties may diſcerne that he ſeekerh nothing butthe returne of his owne monie,&is nora colourer of other mens monies, Alſo we do declare by this Proclamation, thar hcr maie(ties 
leaſuce ſurther is, that al & eucric paſſinger & paſſingers comming from England, do preſently repaire to the Exchange, &feliucr to the Officers here ſuch Rerling monies as they 
rought with them, for monies currant within this kingdome, And ifit be ſuſpeRted that ame pallingers or others do not fþale rrulic iq che deliverie of avie of the {aid ſterling mo- 
nie, thatthen her maicſties Officers of the ſaid Exchange, with the O fiicers of her maieſtics cuſtome in the ſaid Ports, may ſearch them ro ſee whar ſterling monies they hauc, valeſle 
they and cueric of them will take a voluntarie oath to open the truth, atthe choice of any ſuch merchant or merchantsor of any other ſort. And where it is likely that ders offen= 
ces wil be committed contrary to the effe&t of thisand the former Proclamation or anie one of them by perſons offending rlifrein, within remote places and provinces, which offen- 
ces and offendors cannnot ſo conuemently be called yp hither before vs rhe L. Deputic & Councel, here co be inquired of, fenſured, 8 puniſhed, as in thoſe remote places, For re 
medieyhercot; & forthe more expedicion of iuſtice inthatbchalfe, we do further publiſh, command, & authorize hereby inher maicſties name, that al & cuery offence and offences 
Commairted and done contrary to the true meaning & effect of this and the orher Procla-nation, within the ſeuerall provincts of Mounſter, (' onnought, and Yiſter, (hall be informed, 
examined, ſenſurcd-and puniſhed in maner & forme following, viz, ſuch offences aforeſaid as are or ſhall be commirred withiv the province of Mownſter, before & by the L, Preſident. 
 ayd Counccl of Meunfter for the time being, And the like offences committed or tobe commitred withinthe province of Goſgonebt, before & by the chiele Commiſſioner & Coun« 
Excel of Cornorght for the time being. And che like oftences committed or to be committed within the remore parts of the ceof V/fer, before and by the ſeucrall Goucrnours 
P* Carrithfergos, Doagh/ojls, and Balliſberro», for the time being, within their limits & juriſdictions, And that the ſaid Preſident and other perſon & perſons authorized hereby ro res 
Agciuc ſuch intormation, ſhal from time co time as conveuicntly as they may,make their ſeucral certificats to vs the L,Deputic & Councel here forthe time being,or to the ſaid Coun- 
/* 41 authorized in theabſence of the L.Deputie,as aforeſaid, whar their proceedings ſhal be in that behalſe, Prouided alwaics,rhat if any perſon or perſons ſhal ſeize any mony, bul hon, 
' orplateby vertue of this Proclamation, for avy offence committed contrary to the forme of the fame, ſhal after ſuch ſeizure or cauſe of information giuen, preferre an inforination 
betorethe L. Deputy or other Governor and Concell of chis Realme for the time being, or betorethe privie Councell in the abſence as aforeſaide, or before ſuch other perſon 
or perſons, as by this Proclamation is ſcuerally limited & authotizedro receiue ſuch information in her Maieftics name, withinthirty daies after ſuch ſeizure and offence commir« 
ted:or otherwiſe, ſhal have no benefit of any penalty laid down for any offence commirrted contrary to the forme of rhis Proclamation, Laſtly, her Maicſtics pleaſure is, & fo' we 
do publiſh by this Proclamation, that where diuers covctous perſons, as wel merchants, retailers, victuallers & ſuch like, do by colourof this new Standerd mony, inhance the prices 
borh of victuals & other necelaries, Thar therfore her Highneſle pleaſure and commandeinent is, & fo we do hereby declare in her Maieſtics name, that all yaiors & chiefc Officers 
of Corporations,& Clerks ofthe markets, &al other Iuſtices of Peace & other ofhcers zo whow ir ih31l appertaine, do diligently and carefully looke to their offices & charge in this
